of the Ludovlca Military Aoadeny and the General Staff School. He was 
oomnlseloned Second Lt. In 1912 and eulnlnated hie military career 
with the rank of Colonel General In 194$* ^ vae apid Goyernor 

CoBBleel oner for Eracuatlon In 1944 by SZALASl, who had been aptd 
premier by the Germans. 

b. Since Subject was an officer in the Hungarian Army, he could not 
belong to any political party; neTertheleee, he was known to be rery 
pro«.Hasl, an ardent supporter of S2ALASI and the Arrow Croee Barty. 

He opposed the Horthy regime, particularly l>e more to break off 
relations with Germany and conclude a separate armistice a th the 
Allied powers. 

0. In August 19^, Subject started the Antl-Bolehe_Tlet__&iBg arian 
Liberation MoTeaent . a group with extreme nationalist, antl-SemlAlc, 
pro«^erman, anti^osL'nunlet, antl*-SlaT leanings. Subject was found 
by eouroe to be rain and politically ambitloueand was Intensely 
disliked by eome members of other HungArl&z^ reeletanoe aoTtmente. 

He was unable to secure enough enpport from other Hungarian emigre ■ 
and from other countries, and In 1949t he stated his Intentlone of 
going to Siitserland and retiring from political life.

eaa appointed Ooremor Cceiniaaioner for Hwaouatlon in 
1944 by SIAIASI^ who had been appointed premier by the 
Oemana. 

b* Since Subject wia an officer in the Hungarian Any* 
he could not belonr to any politloal party i nerertholeaa* 
he vaa known to be wery pro* Nail, an arden'C aupportor of 
S2ALASI and the Arrow Oroaa ?^arty. He oppoaed the Horthy 
regime, particularly ita ^otc break off relations with 
Oermawy and oonolude o separate arilrtice with the Allied 
powers.
